Wasmnorox, February 18.—[Special.}— 
The republicans have issued calls for all their 
absentees to be here next week, in order that 
the shipping subsidy bill may be rushed 
through. The lobby for the bill has been in- 
creased within a day or two by a large delega- 
tion from New York. The lobby has an abun- 
dance of money, and they are spending it freely. 
This they believe to be their last chance of 
getting through this mammoth steal, and, 
therefore, they are pushing it vigorously. All 
kinds of ramors of corruption are afloat. Should 
the bill pass there will be a committee ap 
pointed by the next congress to examine into 
the methods by which it was 
passed and the chances are that 
that there will be such corruption exposed as 
was the case when the notorious Pacific mail 
gubdsidy was put through some years ago The 
pill provides for a subsidy for all American 
yesseis engaged in foreign trade. 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Line with only 
its present vessels will alone get $6,000,000 in 
the next ten years, and the chances are that 
within the next five years the amount of sub- 
gidies to be paid by the government will run 
up to something like a $100,000,000 annually. 
After that time it will, perhaps, go ahead of 
pensions.

PROTECTION TO AUTHORS. 


Passage of the Copyright Bill by the 
Senate. 

WASHINGTON, February 18.—In the senate, the 

copyright bill having been taken up as unfinished 

business, Mr, Platt yielded to the request of Mr. 


Davis to allowa pension on the calendar to be 
passed. 


Some dozen pension bills were taken from the 
calendar and passed, including bills increasing

The copyright bill havin g again been taken up,a 
vote was taken on the Sherman amendment, of- 
fered yesterday by Mr. Power, to admit copy- 
righted books, etc., printed in foreign countries 
upon payinent of the tariff bill.

COWLES ARRESTED. 


A Nebraska Bank President Charged With 
the Murder of His Wife. 


CLARKS, Neb., February 17.—S. B. Cowles, presi- 
dent of the Pacific bank and one of the most 
prominent and oldest citizens of Nebraska, has 
been arrested, charged with having deliberately 
murdered his wife early on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 4th. Sincethe discovery of the crime the 
city has been at white heat of excitement. Mrs. 
Cowles was choked to death in her bed chamber, 
Her screams attracted attention, and when 
neighboes rushed in the husband was lying 
apparently unconscious on _ the oor. 
with blood streaming from a wound in the head, 
while the dead body of Mrs. Cowles was stretched 
on the bed with the deep imprints of the murder- 
ous fingers on the throat. The house was ran- 
sacked as if by burglars in search of booty, and 
some money and jewelry were missing. When re- 
suscitated, the husband described how a masked 
burglar had rushed into the bed chamber, felled 
him to the floor and killed his wife. He immedi- 
ately offered a reward of $5,000 for clews to the 

urderer. 
ae the inquest suspicion was directed toward 
the bankeras the murderer. Following out this 
theory, the numerous detectives develo much 
to confirm the report. The $50 suppo to have 
been stolen by the burglar was found hid securely 
in acloset. The door which was thought to have 
been forced by the murderer was found to have 
been broken by a hatchet, which was also un- 
earthed in the stable. The alleged motive for the 
murder is a $5,000 life insurance which the husband 
took out on his wife in the American Legion of 
Honor. Notwithstanding the suspicion directed 
tuward Banker Cowlés, so much was he esteemed 
and so influential was he that the jury, after two 
weeks’ investigation, referred the matter to the 
county authorities. When Cowles discovered thas 
he was suspected he was terribly affected, and re- 
quested the closest scrutiny, and apparently tried 
to assist the authorities. At noon the banker left 
the city, ostensibly for Omaha. The detectives 
were alert, and Cowles was intercepted and ar- 
restea on the train at Columbus. He was notsur- 
prised when arrested and immediately demanded 
ahearing, The greatest excitement prevails. 

Cowles for seven years was an officer in the 
Union Pacifie transportation service, and isa 

rominent Odd Fellow and Mason. His banking 
institution is one of the largestin the state. The 
murdered woman was a society leader, and was 
never known to have quarreled with her husband. 
The wounds on the banker’s head, which he de- 
elared to have rendered him unconscious, devel- 
oped, upon examination, to have been the merest 
scratches, and could easily have been adminis- 
tered by himself. This fact constituted one of 
the first grounds for creating the suspicion that 
he was the murderer of hi$ wife. Cowles asserted 
that he was arouced from his bed about 3 o’clock 
on the morning of the murder, and as he spran 
up & masked burglar struck him wi 
a large revolver. It was only noticed 
that he was quite bloody when 
first seen, and not until two days later, when sus- 

icion was directed toward him by the work of 
etectives, was the wounds on his head examined.

IN THE SLUGGING MATCH AT MIXN-

SEVENTY-SIX ROUNDS FOUGHT. 


A Desperate Battle Between the Pugilists— 
Knock-Downs on Both Sides—Neéd- 
ham Badly Punished. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., February 18.—At 
half past 2 o’clock this morning, Ryan and 
Needham had fought seventy-three rounds, 
and the men were simply walking around each 
other getting in a blow occasionally. Need- 
ham forced the fight in the seventy-fourth 
round, but did little damage. He gotina 
smash on Ryan’s face, and Ryan returned it, 
almost scoring a knock-down. 

In the seventy-fifth round the fighting was 
hot and fast, the men doing considerable in- 
fighting and going at each other like demons, 
Ryan securing the first blood. 

Perfect pandemonium reigned among the 
spectators. Suddenly Ryan gave Needham an 
awful blow in the neck and both men got ex- 
cited, clinching savagely. Cries of ‘‘foul” 
were raised and not allowed. Desperate in- 
fighting followed, in which both men struck 
any number of foul blows. 

With round seventy-six each man came up 
for blood, Ryan landirig effectively with his 
left and knééked Needham down. A clinch 
and Needham was knocked down again. 
Ryan gave an upper cnt right and left, knock+ 
ing Needham down repeatedly, and the ot 
of time only saved him being knocked ous 
Asit was, he was carried to his corner in@ 
dazed condition, and before time was called 
his second threw up the sponge. 

The fight is universally considered one of 
the greatest ever fought in this country, the 
fighting being by the rule in almost every 
round. ¢ ' 

Needham made a plucky fight, knocked 
Ryan down repeatedly in the last round, com- 
ing up but only to go down by another vicious 
upper cut. 

The exact time of the fight was five hours 
and five minutes. Needham was badly pun- 
ished, especially about the face. ° 

Ryan escaped without a mark. The Chica- 
go delegation went wild over the result of the 
fight and shouted themselves hoarse, hugging 
Ryan again and again in the ring. 

NEEDHAM FAINTED AWAY. 

Atthe conclusion of the Needham-Ryan 
fight Jast night, Needham fainted away and it 
took the united efforts of three physicians 
nearly an hour to bring him to. . At noon 
today he was resting quietly under the in’t 
ence of narcotics, but still very ill. Ryan 8 
scarcely a scratch or bruise.

The Disbursement of the Irish Fund to Form 
a Subject for Lrish Speakers. 

Lonpon, February 18.—[{Special.)—The financial 
dispute between the McCarthyite and the Parnell- 
ite factions of the Irish parliamentary party is 
likely to be much in evidence during the coming 
struggle. The $200,000 released a month ago from 
the league fund were divided in the following man- 
ner: $25,000 went to the campaign committee 
and $15,000 passed into the hands of the 
tenants’ defense league. The 
sum forms the subject of the present dispute, 
The McCarthyites’ idea ts that the amount 
out of proportion tothe number of evicted ten- 
ants the league had relieved, but the McCarthy- 
ites are inclined to waive this point. They Con- 
tend, however, that instead of being devoted to 
the evicted tenants, it was used to meet an ovyer- 
draft on the Hibernian bank. 

Thomas P. Gill’s letter to Mr. McCarthy, refr- 
ring to tbi8 matter, rather evades the poin/ at 
issue, by declaring that when he signed the re- 
lease, Mr. McCarthy must have known thatthe 
fund setapart for evicted tenants was heavily 
overdrawn.

The actor was told 
that Proprietor Murphy didn’t allow swear- 
ing in thehotel. Atthis the ex-pugilist be- 
came furious and made a dive for the waiter. 
William grabbed the coffee pot and threw it at 
Sullivan but missed his man. The steaming 
hot article, however, splattered all over the 
actor’s clothes. The negro then began to de- 
fend himself with achair, which he finally 
threw at Sullivan, striking one legand then 
escaped by a secret stairway to the cupola of 
the building, where he remained until he saw 
the big man leave the city. Sullivan searched 
the house for the waiter, swearing he would 
kill him if found. 


NOT WEEPING OVER SHERMAN. 


A Resolution in the Tennessee Legislature 
Is Amended. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 18.—[(Special.]—

A Kentucky Man Follows the Wretch Into

But Cash heeded not his pitiful pleadings, 
and fired again at the dying man’s head. 
Turning around he walked away five or six 
feet, and stopped. By this time a crowd had 
gathered around the dying man, and some one 
of the crowd said: 

“Who is that man? is he crazy?” 

Cash hearing the’ remark, said: 

‘No, sir, lam not crazy. My nameis J. C. 
Cash, and I have killed Ed Young, the man 
who ruined my wife, and now here I am for 
the officers to take me.”’ 

_ The writer interviewed Cash at the county 
ory He talked freely about the matter. He 
said: 

“My home, my sweet,'happy home was ruined 
and destroyed two years ago by Young, who 
was then my neighbor in Lindon county, Ky. 
I dearly loved my wife, but she has ruined me, 
and for that love for that woman, for four 
sweet little children, I made up my mind to 
kill that man.”’ 

At this instant the unfortunate man bowed 
his head and refused to say anything more 
about the matter. Three hundred dollars was 
taken from his person by the officers. The 
deceased, Young, is well connected here, and 
leaves a wife and two little children.

| BURCH IS PARDONED, 


ALTHOUGH THE ROPE SHOULD 
HAVE BEEN HIS FATE. 


A FIENDISH WRETCH JN FAVOR 


Who Saves His Own Neck by Swearing Away 
the Lives of Other Men—The Story of 
His Part in the Assassination. 


Macon, Ga., February 18 —[Special.}—Lem 
Burch has received the reward of his infamy. 
He has been pardoned by the president. 

The news reached Macon today. 

Burch, it will be remembered, was the main 
conspirator in the assassination of Captain 
John C. Forsyth. and it was on his evidence 
that Hall, the Lancasters and the other con- 
spirators were found guilty and sentenced te 
the penitentiary. 

Burch confessed the entire crime, and because 
of his confession and his alleged bad health, hig 
pardon has been granted. He was never regularly 
put on trial, but the grand jury found an indict- 
ment against him. 

HIS FISHY SICKNESS, 

Some time before the arrest of the conspirators, 
Burch was told by a young lady in Telfair county, 
that she had daeamed that he killed Forsyth. Im- 
mediately he became stricken with paralysiS, as 
he claimed, and has apparently remained so to 
this hour. The public has generally believed that 
Burch has been feigning illness, so as to obtain 
judicial and executive clemency. Burch, it was 
thought, was in a dyMmg condition wher first 
brought before the grand jury, and later, when 
the trial commenced, it was not believed by the 
friends of the government that. he could iive 
until the’ case he 
has lied, and : has 
been improving since the trial, and new that his 
pardon has come his rapid recovery is looked for. 

It is true that he was sick with pneumonia, but 
few believe he has ever been paralyzed. Since be- 
fore the trial Burch has been confined fin al 
Mrs. Hogan’s boarding house, in this city, his 
health being considered by the government as in 
ot critical a condition for him to be confined in 
jail. 

HE DARE NOT GO HOME, 

On being told today that he was pardoned he 
said he would never return to his old home ip 
Telfair, as he feared he would be killed by. the 
friends of those whose liberty he had éworn away 
and who were now paying ‘the penalty 
of his confession in the Ohis peniten- 
tiary. Burch should have been hanged for 
the part he played in the conspiracy that ended 
in the death of Forsyth. He was undoubtedly, by 
his own words, the arch conspirator of all. He it 
was who carried the negro, Rich Herring. alias 
Lowery, to Eastman, and pointed out Forsyth te 
him, 80 he could make no mistake in killing the 
man, He it was who accompanied Lowery a 
of the way to Forsyth’s house, on the night of the 
foul murder, and waited in the darkness for the 
return of the assassin. Heit was who paid “the 
blood money” to Lowery after Forsyth’s awful 
death, He it was who turned traitor to his fiends 
and delivered them up into the hands of the jaw. 
He it was who, long since, should have died for 
the awful crime he confessed to have committed,

THE MEION ACREAGE 


HAS INCREASED FULLY FIFTY PEF 
CENT. 


The Proceedings of the South Georgia Melon 
Growers’ Convention—An Immense 
Increase of Crop in Sight. 


Atnany, Ga., February 18.—[Special.]— 
The South Georgia Melon Growers’ conven- 
tion met here today, and was called to order 
by President G. K. McCree, who stated the 
object of the meeting to be the consideratiou 
of the increased acreage planted in melons 
this year, and to devise some plans for the 
movement of the crop. President McCree was 
re-elected, as was Mr. J. S. Davis, secretary. 
The growers were requested to give their views 
as to the acreage of this year compared with 
last. 

A. W. Butler, of Mitchell county, reported an 
increase of one fourth. Messrs. Patillo & King 
reported a simila: increasein Lee county, owing 
to the new melon lands opened along the line of 
the Albany and Cordele railroad. W.R. Pittman, 
of Thomas, reported twice the acreage in his 
county. 

The discussion which resulted demonstrated 
that the entire crop in south Georgia will be 
double that of last year. Great gains being shown 
along the Chattahoochee branch of the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railway and about 
Whigham, The entire acreage in Georgia 
and Alabama last year was 21,000 acres. This year 


it will be 40,000. South Carolina shows an increase 
of 50 per cent over 9,000 acres last year. O. M 
Houser, by request, gave an address upon the 
Macon melon exchange, just started, with a paid 
in capital of $10,000. The exchange would only 
distribute, not buy. He spoke of the disadvan- 
tages under which they started, owing to the un- 
fairness with which the Georgia and Carolina ex- 
change was treated last year, and asked the en- 
dorsement of the convention, which was not 
granted, the exchange not yet being fully organ- 
ized and charter not received. 

J. A. Sams, of the Louisville and Nashville and 
the Cincinnati roads, stated that his lines would 
be put on notice at once of the greatly increased 
acreages. His roads handled nearly 35,000 cars of 
melons last year. This year they had built 500 new 
fruit cars, bought many engines, and would pro- 
vide for the immense crop. The lease of the West- 
ern and Atlantic would give them solid trains from 
He feared that the 
freight rate would be increased this year, and 
recommended that a committee be appointed to 
meet the Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation at Tampa next Tuesday. He was asked 
why melons could not be shipped as cheaply as 
bananas, which are forwarded at between 5 and 6 
mills per ton per mile, against 8 mills for melons. 
He thought the banana rate would be increased. 

A committee consisting of G. R. McCree, of 

srooks ; C. R. Twitty, of Mitchell; J. S. Davis, of 
Dougherty, and O. M. Houser, of Houston, was 
appointed to petition the association at Tampa 
either in person or by letter, to reduce the present 
rates. Captain John A. Davis, of the Central 
railway, recommended a eommittee on acreage. J. 
L. Hand, of Mitchell, thought the roads should 

send a man throughout the entire belt to procure 
the necessary statistics. The meeting adjourned 
subject to the call of the president. 


KILLED A WHITE RABBIT 


Which Was Accepted by the Hunter as an 
Omen of Good Luck. 

ALBANY, Ga., February 18.—[{Special.]—A promi- 
nent planter in the oaky woods |while hunting the 
other day, Saw an albino rabbit. Foragreat dis- 
tance it could be distinguished against the dark 
background of the swamp. 

He managed to shoot off its right hind leg which 
he keeps for luek. He killed the rabbit. It 
was not acommon white rabbit, but was 
almost pure white, its ears alone having the usual 
brown color.

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SCHEDULE CHANGES 
ON TUE W.AND A, - 


Reported That the East Tennessee Will Ad- 
vanoe Coal Kates to Atlanta and Other 
Points—Other News. 


Several changes of schedule wil! go into effect 
on the Western and Atlantic road Sunday. Train 
No. 3 will on and after that date leave Atlanta at 
$:10a.m. It runs solid to Nashville, a chair car 
being attached. There will also be attached a day 


coach which runs through to Memphis without 
change. 


No. 1 will leave here at 1:35 o'clock p. m., making 
close connections at Boyce with the Queen and 
Crescent for all northern points. 


The Rome express will leave here at 4 o'clock 


p- m. 

No. 19 will leave here at 6 :26 o’clock p. m., solid 
to Nashville, with a through coach to Memphis. 

No. 20 will arrive bere at 7 o’clock a. m., solid 
from Nashville, With a local sleeper from Chat- 
tanooga. 

No. 4 will arrive at 1:45 o’clock p. m. 

No, 2 will arrive at 640 o’clock p. m. 

It is reported that a big advance will be made in 
coal rates by the East Tennessee March Ist. There 
will be no advance on the rate to Knoxville, but 
Datron, Atlantaand all southern points will be 
affected, It is to be taken for granted that all the 
rovds will advance the rate. This is on coal from 
the Kuoxvilie, Chattanooga and Birmingham dis- 
tricts. 

It is reported that the East Tennessee will 
shortly call for bids to double track its line from 

Knoxville to Morristown, from Knoxville to Coal 
Creek, and irom Chattanooga to Ooltewah. This 
isnot confirmed by the officials, but it is be- 
lieved by many citizens to be true. The estimates 
have been prepared by the engineers. 

lt isreported in Maconthat the Georgia South- 
*ern and Florida road has been leased by the Sea- 
board Air-Line system. 

The terms of the lease are said to be as follows: 

For the first year, 2'¢ per cent upon the stock; 
second year, 3 per cent; third, 34% per cent; 
fourth, 4 per cent; fifth and all subsequent years, 
5 per cent. 

Those who are ina position to know, say that an 
arreement was made several weeks ago by which 
the Seaboard Air-Line was to lease the Georgia 
Southern in the event that it could acquire control 
of the Covington and Macon. Itis believed that 
the building of the new road will carry out all the 
required conditions to the intended lease. 

While itis possible that the lease may go imme- 
diately into effect, itis considered more likely 
that the deéal will not be closed until after the 
completion of the Macon and Northeastern rail- 
road, which may be sometime before January 1, 
1892. 

The presidents of a number of the leading rail- 
way systems have under serious consideration the 
making of a radical departure ina legal way. In 
brief, the plan is toturn overevery claim or suit 
for damages against every road to a legal associa- 
tion organized forthe purpose of settling such 
claims on their merits, fighting them in the courts 
to thelast. Itis proposed that this association 
shall entirely supersede theclaim and legal de- 
partments of the roads which are members of the 
new organization. Itis believed that many hun- 
dred thousand dollars can be saved to the roads 
annually through such a method of looking after 
the litigation of the roads interested. 


Pending the granting of the charter of the 
Macon and Northeastern road, which has been ap- 

lied for, the engineer will make a preliminary 

urvey of the line, secure righ?of way, etc. The 

topography of the country through which the 
Macon and Northeastern is to run is such as to 
make construction comparatively easy. The road, 
laid in the most substantial manner, will not cost 
more than $12,000 per mile. It will probably be 
laid like the Macon and Atlantic road, with 
seventy-pound steel rails. ; 

A railroad man of level head and wide experi- 
ence said yesterday that this new road must 
necessarily be a paying one. It will open a route 
from the east to Florida, through Macon, much 
shorter than any now existing, and will give the 
great Pennsylvania system an outlet to the land 
of flowers through Baltimore and Norfolk, which 
it has Jong desired. It will tap a rich cotton belt 
and a fine farming region. 

President Robinson,} of the Seaboard Air- 
Line system, says the road will be 
finished from Macon to Elberton’ within 
six months after the work of construction 
begins. > 


Fhe road to be built at Tredegar (Jacksonville), 
Ala., has been referred to recently. The route is 
from the new steel plant of the Tredegar Steel 
Company north, from the southern limit of the 
town of Tredegar and near the line of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia main line, pass- 
ing through the town to Iron Mountain, nine and 
a half miles. The preliminary survey has been 
completed for the whole distance, and the loca- 
tion made for one-half. The contract for the first 
section of four and three-fourth miles has been let 
and the contract for the remainder will probably be 
let next week. The work will be commenced as 
soon as the weather is settled,in a few weeks. 
Three-fourths of a mile of track from stone quar- 
ries west of Tredegar to the steel plant is already 
laid. Thereisa tairly easy grade through the 
town to the mines, the maximum being 1'4 per 
cent, except on about one mile, where it is 244 per 
cent. A few unimportant trestles will be built. 


The Decatur, Chesapeake and New Orleans rail- 
road is advertished forsalein The NashvilleAmeri- 
can by Special Commissioner H. M. Doak,the sale to 
take place Tuesday, April 7th, at Nashville, Tenn. 
A minimum bid of $300,000 will be required. This 
sale will be made under decrees of foreclosure to 
Batisfy the mortgage debt represented by the trust 
of the complainants and the debts, liens, etc., of 
such other parties as may come in and be entitled 
to share in the proceeds. 


Major R. H. Elliott, one of the contractors on 
the extension of the Mobile and Girard entension 
from Troy southward, reports work progressing 
as favorably as the weather will permit. He says 
the present contract will be completed about May 
and will carry the road into Covington connty, 
three miles from Andalusia and about fifty or 
sixty miles from Troy. The Escairbia river is be- 
tween the proposed temporary terminus and An- 
dalusia, so that the town will not be very largely 
venefited by the road yet. It does notappear to 
be the presentintention of the Central people, 
Says the contractor, to push the line on through to 
a connection with the Louisville and Nashville, 
but of course it will be built before a great while. 


—_-—-— 


One of the most important decisions yet made 
by the interstate commerce commission has just 
been rendered inp the case of the New York board 
of Trade ys. the Pennsy!vania and other railroad 
companies. Itis to the effect, generally speaking, 
that where merchandise is shipped from abroad 
into this country it Shall not be hauled hy the rail- 
roads from the port of entry to the place of final 
delivery ata lower rate than the regular charge 
apon internal traftic between such points. — 

As the matter has heretofore stood, the railroad 
and steamship companies have combined to make 
a through rate from Liverpool, fur .instance, to 
Chicago or St. Louis, jess than the sum of the 
ocean and inland rates, thereby giving the foreign 
shipper a decided advantage over the local shipper 
on the same inland business. Thatis to say, the 
railroads have been carrying English and French 
goods from the Atlantic seaboard to the cities of 
the west aud seuth at prices considerably below 
those imposed upon home dealers in Jike products. 
This form of discrimination is manifestly unjust 
aud nnfair, andthe inter-state commerce Ccom- 
mission rules that it is also in direct violation of 


. the law. 


In the light of the action of numerous county 
courts in releasing Dew railroads from county 
taxes ora given number of years, an interest- 
Ing case has been decidedin the supreme court, 
beine that of the Nashville and Knoxville rail- 
road against Wilson county, to restrain the éol- 
lection of county taxes. 

In order to secure the road exemption was

The court decided that the action of the county 
court was null and void, as it had no power not 
directly conferred by the iegislature, of which it

On January 7th there came to his address from 
the firm an empty box in which, judging from the 
labels upon it, there had been a revoiver. 


Two days later Peter Hammond, the mail carrier ; 


on a6tar-route between McDonough and halfa 
dozen adjacent points, went to McDonough and 
traded a revolver for a fiddle and a revolver, the 
other party to the trade being James. Stone, 
mat package had passed over Hammond's 

The cwner notified the _postoftice authorities of 
his loss, and an investigation was commenced. 

Mr. N. E. Hammond, who is a sub-contractor on 
the route, heard rumors connecting his son’s 
name with the robbery, and being a thoroughly 
honest and respectable man, at once wrote In- 
spector Baird, at Chattanooga, demanding an in- 
vestigation. 

The latter had, however, been working. on the 
case, and immediately started for McDonough. 
~ is investigation implicated the boy as the guilty 

arty. 

Monday Inspector Baird was with young Ham- 
mond, but did not a him under arrest. They 
went together to the home of Deputy Marshal 
Mayo that day, Mr. Baird’s intention being to tell 
the former that he would eventually have some 
work for him to do, concerning the arrest of 
Hammond. 

While they were sitting together in the house 
Hammond, without any ceremony, left the house 
and went to his home near McDonough. 

Early yesterday morning his father broucht him 
to McDonough and gave him up. From there he 
was brought here as before stated. 

Phe circumstantial evidence against Hammond 


_is said to be very strong.iThe revolver he traded to 
Stone was an ordinary affair, worth but $2.25. But 


it tallied exactly with the illustrated circular 
found in the we box, even tothe fancy scroll- 
work on the handle,and withthe printed informa- 
tion therein. 

Hammond's story is that he bought the revolver 
from an old Africa-bound negro named John 
Hightower. One circumstance in Hammond’s 
favor is that the mail bag in which was found the 
empty box was found locked and bore no evidence 
of having been opened. Hammond, it is said, had 
no key tothe bag. The case will ,be investigated 
by the grand jury in March. 

The authorities say they have information that 
small thefts have been occurring at intervals on

The States at the Fair. 

A circular sent out from tiie headquarters 
of the world’s fair at Chicago shows that 
the proposed appropriations for the enter- 
prise in twenty-six states amount to $4,- 
062,000. 

In the southern states, bills thus far have 
been introduced in the legislatures of Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, Texas and West Virginia. 
In Arkansas an appropriation bill has been 
squarely defeated. Texas, by private sub- 
scription, will increase her proposed appro- 
priation of $300,000 to $1,000,000. 

Georgia has done nothing, and our iron- 
clad constitution will make it impossible for 
the state to make an appropriation, But if 
Texas can raise $700,000 by private sub- 
scription, the people of Georgia will not feel 
disposed to stay out of the procession. How 
would it do for our railroads, chambers of 
commerce, boards of trade, manufacturers 
and the agricultural societies to get together 
and raise a fund that will enable the in- 
terests, resources and products of the Em- 
pire State of the South to make a creditable 
exhibit at the world’s fair? Something 
ought to be done, and it all depends upon 
the public spirit of our people. 


In the Line of Progress. 

The popular demand for better streets in 
the cities, and better roads in the country, is 
a live question of the day, north and south. 
Governor Hill, of New York, in a message 
to the legislature advises the construction, 
at the state’s expense, and under the state’s 
supervision, of two highways running trans- 
versely through each county, intersecting 
about the middle of the county, or at its 
principal town, and so connected as to form 
a system of well-built roads throughout the 
State. His idea is that the prosperity of the 
farmers and the country towns is indispen- 
sabletothe prosperity of the cities, and de- 
pends on communication far more than any- 
thing else. He also believes that as good roads 
will be enjoyed by future generations they 
should be made under the creation of bonded 
obligations to bear their share of the 
expense, 

Down here in Georgia we cannot look to 
the state for such aid as Governor Hill rec- 
ommends, but our counties and cities are 
waking up to the importance of good high- 
ways, and are taking action. The grand 
jury of Bibb county recommends the county’ 
to issue $100,000 in forty-year bonds for the 
purpose of macadamizing the roads. In 
Athens the people will shortly yote on a 
proposition to float city bonds to the amount 
of $250,000 for street-paving and the im- 
provement of the sewerage system, 
Augusta, too, is considering a street-paving 
proposition. : 

Now, all this is directly and squarely in 
the line of progress. But good county roads 
need active aid more than the city streets. 
Bibb county has placed herself on the line 
suggested and advocated by THE ConsTITU- 
TION from the very first. With bonds 
issued by the counties we can build a system 
of highways that will bring our farmers in 
easy communication with markets, apd the 
expense will be borne, as it should be, in the 
future, as well as in the present. Good 
roads willmake the country more thickly 
settled, and will multiply farms, develop in- 
dustries, build up the towns, cheapen trans- 
portation, and greatly lessen the wear and 
tear of vehicles caused by the present bad 
roads. 

This matter is so closely connected with 
agriculture, commerce and manufactures that 
it deserves immediate attention. 


Jefferson’s Tariff Ideas. 

Some of the McKinley organs have been 
quoting —Thomas Jefferson in support of 
their high tariff ideas, 

Well-informed persons will not be misled 
by such quotations. Jefferson sometimes 
struck at the monopolies of monarchical 
Eurvupe in the way of retaliation, but his ob- 
ject was not to build up monopolies and 
trusts at home. He did not believe in tax- 
ing the masses for the benefit of the classes. 
In his report on commercial restrictions in 
1791 he said: 

Instead of embarrassing commerce under piles of 
reculation laws, duties and prohibitions, could it 
be relieved from «ll its sliackies in all parts of the 
worid; could every country be employed in pro- 
ducing that which nature has best fitted it @ pro- 
duce, and each free to exchange “with others 
mutual surpluses for mutual wants, the greatest 
mass possible would then be produced of those 
things which contribute to human life and human 
happiness; the numbers of mankind would be in- 
creased and their condition bettered. 

There is the Jeffersonian idea of inter- 
national commerce, and it is unnecessary to 
say that it is the democratic idea. It sums 
up a condition of universal reciprocity be- 
yond anything outlined in Mr. Blaine’s 
scheme,

The gun isused for shooting 
advertising arrows into trees, fences, buildings or 
any inanimate objects. The arrow is feathered 
with light cardboard of various colors, bearing in 
large type avy desirable inscription. Two sections 
of the cardboard and the resultantangles are ¢im- 
braced by across slit kerf, the rear of the stick 
being wound with cord and the point being 
sharpened to increase penctration. The advertis- 
ing darts can thus be projected out of ordinary 
reach, but just high enough not to escape the no- 
tice of the passer-by.” 


GENERAL M1Lzs has a defender|who says that the 
charges of his harsh treatment of Jefferson Davis 
at Fortress Monroe are not true.

The 
company has forits objects the amelioration of 
thecondition of the poor; the development of 
the unoccupied farmfng and mineral lands by 
furnishing the necessary means to cultivate and 
operate them; the development of natural re- 
sources; the establishment of industries on the 
co-operative plan; the construction and main- 
tenance of non-sectarian schools, colleges, hospi- 
tals and asylums. 

PERU’S FIGHTING general, Andreas Avelino 
Caccres, is in New York, en route to Europe, 
where he goes a8 minister plenipotentiary to 
England and France. He is the man who whipped 
4,000 Chilians with a band of 400 Peruvians at the 
battles of Tarapaco, San Juan and Miraflores. In 
his own country the general is much revered. He 
resigned the presidency last year after he had 
restored order and largely repaired the damage 
sustained by Peru in the war with Chili. 


TAE QUARRELS of the Irish leaders are causing 
much suffering among the poor tenants who have 
been fighting the wrack rents under the plan of 
campaign.

New England as a Cleveland Region. 
From The New York Sun. 

Maine—In 1884 Grover Cleveland, a candidate 
for president, almost unknown to the country, re- 
ceived, 52,140 democratic votes, running 6,921 votes 
behind the democratic candidate for governor. 
In 1888 Cleveland’s vote in Maine was 50,481, a loss 
of 1,659 as the result of four years’ better acquaint- 
ance with him on the part of democratic voters, 
and in 1888 he ran 10,869 votes behind Mr. Putnam, 
the democratic candidate for governor. 

New Hampshire—The vote for Cleveland was 
39,183 in 1884, against 39,637 for the democratic 
candidate for governor. Cleveland was 454 be- 
hind the state ticket. In 1888, at the end o ur 
years in the white house, Cleveland got 43,456 
votes in New Hampshire, against 44,093 for the 
democratic candidate for governor. Cleveland 
ran 637 behind the state ticket. 

Vermont—Cleveland’s vote in 1884 was 17,331, or 
2,489 behind the state ticket that year. In 1888 
Cleveland’s vote fell off to 16,788, and his distance 
behind the state ticket increased to 2,739. 

Massachusetts—In 1884 Cleveland ran _ 10,392 
ahead of the state ticket. Tn 1888, with all the 
political power of the administration operating in 
his behalf, he received 151,855'democratic votes, or 
925 less than the party’s candidate for governor, 

Rhode Island—In 1884 Cleveland ran ahead of 
the state ticket of the same year 2,799 votes. In 
1888 he ran behind the state ticket twenty-six 
votes, a loss, relatively, of 2,825 votes as the result 
of his four years in the white house. 

Connecticut—In 1884 Cleveland ran behind Wal- 
ler, democratic candidate for governor, 723 votes 
In 1888 be ran behind the head of the state ticket 
154 votes. 

In the two elections in which Mr. Cleveland 
went before the democratic voters in the six New 
England states, only in two instances, in Massa- 
chusetts and in Rhode Island in 1834, dia he com- 
mand a larger vote than the local democratic can- 
didates. n both of these instances he lost that 
lead as the result of his four years as president. 
Jn ten cases out of twelve his popularity failed to 
stand the test of comparison with the strength of 
the state ticket.

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President Thomas Has Mado Formal Appli-

Back to 3 cents a mile— 

That is the change which the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis is anxious to make 
in passenger rates on the Western and Atlantic 
road. 

Some time ago, it will be remembered, the 
Western and Atlantic was, at the request of 
Traffic Manager J. M. Brown, given permis- 
sion to reduce passenger fares from 3 cents a 
mile to 24 cents on through tickets and 24 cents 
and 2? cents on lesser distances. This permis- 
sion was granted by the railroad commission, 
as no road has the right to make changes in 
its freight or passenger rates without the per- 
mission of the commission. 

Now the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis desires to be given permission. to return 
to the 3-cents-a-mile rate. President Thomas 
has written a letter to the commission on the 
subject. In this he sets forth his reasons for 
requesting permission to make the change. 

He claims that the road ought to be on 4 
plave with the other roads of the state, and 
Says thatit cannot be successfully operated 
with the passenger rates prevailing. Colonel 
Thomas further says that his company took 
the lease fully expecting to operate the road at 
@ loss for the first few years, but hoping that 
the last years of the lease would show a profit 
sufticient to make up for the earlier losses and 
perhaps pay them fortheir trouble. He holds 
that it is an injustice to his company to make 
them charge lower fares than any other road 


in the state, and simply asks to be put on the 
same footing as the other railroads in Georgia. 
The commission will probably act on this 


request in a few days.

General R. M. Gano—or Elder Gano—has yet 
about him a something that suggests the soldier. 
A magnetic temperament and native courtesy are 
typed in him, and itis easy to understand why 
his men loved and trusted him. 

He was born in Bourbon county, Kentneky, in 
June, 1830, He was educated at Bacon college, in 
his native state, and Bethany college, Va. 

He graduated at the Medical University in 
Louisville, Ky., in the spring of 1850,and prac- 
ticed medicine for eight years—four years of that 
time in Kentucky, two in baton Rouge and two 
in Texas. 

In Texas he was engagedin stock raising, and 
represented Tarrant county in the legislature, be- 
ing elected in 1860. 

He resigned his seat in the legislature to enter 
the confederate army. 

Under an order from General Albert Sydney 
Johnson he organized a squadron of Texas cavalry. 
He served as captain, major, colonel and briga- 
dier general in the Tennessee army under General 
John H. Morgan. ; 

_He was removed, at the request of General E. 
Kirby Smith, to the trans- Mississippi department, 
where he commanded a brigade of cavalry and two 
batteries of artillery until the close of the war. 

_He engaged in the ministry in 1866, and has bap- 
tized nearly 4,000 persons, all of whose names he 
has preserved.

FUNSTEN YESTERDAY. 


An Impressive Ceremony at St. Philip’s 
Church—The Services Performed by 
Rev. Mr. Dame. 


The deeply impressive burial service of the 
Episcopal church was never more impre- 
sively rendered than at the funeral of the dead 
rector of St. Philip’s church, yesterday after- 
noon. The great respectand love in which 
Rey. Mr. Funsten was held by his peopie, and 
indeed by all who knewof himand of his work, 
was shown in the many evidences of genuine 
sorrow at the untimely death of the young 
minister of God. 

During the morning of yesterday the body 
lay at the rectory. Here the loved face was 
viewed by many of those for whom the minis- 
ter had labored in the days of his pastorate. 
At 12 o'clock the casket was carried to the 
church, and there the body lay in state until 
3:30 o'clock. During these three hours and a 
half very many people passed by to take a last 
look at one whom everybody—members of his 
church or not—seemed to know and admire. 

At3:30 o’clock the casket was closed. By this 
time the church had become crowded, andat 4 
o’clock, when the various societies and organiza- 
tions with which Mr. Funsten had been connected 
filled the middle aisle which was reserved for 


them, the services began. 

The ceremonies were very Seeger and im- 

ressively performed’ by Ve: We Dame, of 
Baltimore, a brother-in-law of the dead minister. 
Asisthe custom in the Episcopal church, the 

rvice was the simple yet beautiiul burial service 
f the church, with no funeral oration. 

The choir sang as the body was brought into the 
church, and during the service, “Rock of Ages*”’ 
and asthe funeral procession moved out atthe 
conclusion of the services, “Asleep In Jesua’’ 
was niost beautifully rendered, the congregation 
joining in the singing. 

The procession jfrom the chance] tothe hearse 
was headed by Rev. Mr. Dame. The casket, borne 
by the pallbearers from the wardens and vestry o! 
the church, came next. The pallbearers were 
Messrs. T. E. Walker, M.T. Walker, T. E. Screven, 
Vv. O. Hardon, G. H. Noble, T. T. Dickson, J. W. 
Russey, E. Parsons, T. H. Austin and H..J. Fear. 

Then came the honorary escort of ministers, 
consisting of Rey.

After these the Ladies’ Aid Society, the Sunday 
school, the Virginia society, of whicu Mr. Funsten 

was chaplain, the Atlanta artillery and the Scotch- 
Irish society. 

The procession to the depot wasasad one. Many 
were the touching scenes enacted. The entire 
congregation followed the hearse, the Ladies’ Aid 
amet the life of which was largely due to his 
inspiring guidance, at the head. The union depot 
was almost completely filled with 
people desirous of paying this last mark oi 
respect to the memory of the beloved shepherd of 
their flock. Até6o’clock the body was taken by 
the Richmond and Danville to Alexandria, Va., 
for burial. Mr. T. T. Dickson and Mr. T. H. Aus- 
tin, of St. Philip's vestry, went as an escort from 
the church, 

The magnificent decorations at the church, and 
the beautiful floral offering, were a slight testi- 
monial of the appreciation in which his services 
were held. Though here less than two years, Mr. 
Funsten was beloved by all acquainted with him, 
and his death brings greatsorrow. No word can tell 
of the beauty of a life devoted to the work of his 
Master as was that of George Meade Funsten.

NEW YORK, jFebruary 18.—[Special.]}—Our market 
closes this evening with a slightly better tone anda 
Blight reaction from the lowest prices touched 
during the day, but at the lowest closing quota- 
tion for August delivery ever recorded. The foreign 
markets continue to be greatly depressed under the 
free offerings of cotton from the south, closing weak 
at the lowest; the condition of the Manchester market 
yesterday giving little encouragement to holders to 
anticipate any sudden change in the trade demand. 
During the day the bears have been free and persisi- 
ent buyers, taking the cotton offered to reduce their 
interest in the market, acting upon the theory that tne 
price justified a reaction, and to their buying is due the 
rally at the close. Receipts continue large, and the 
southern markets are all dull and lower under the 
withdrawal of the light export demand. Estimates of 
the plantation movement are now raised from 110,009 
to 115,000 bales, against 63,000 bales last year. This 
covering of the short interest leaves the market in a 
weaker position should the rnovement of the crop con- 
tinue on the present scale; and, while prices are so low 
ss to tempt purchasers, there is as yet nc change in 
the situation to induce operators to look for more than 
a temporary reaction.
